Lethbridge, Sept. 10— There is a

IN U, S.-CANADA RELATION

Washington, Sept. 11.—(Ca 
ian Press)—Renunciation of war is 
symbolized by the Canadian-Ameri- 
can border, says the Washington 
Post, in an editorial commenting on 
Premier MacKenzie King’s speech 
at Geneva, 

“All the arguments for peace find 
support for all the objections to the 
world peace treaty are reduced to 
unconvincing postulates by the re 


ad 


lations whith have existed between 
the two countries for more than a 
hundred years, The old Rush-Bavgot 
treaty has amply sufficed for the 
ends of amity. The international 
joint commission is the ayeney for 
the settlement of the ends at issue 
and it alw finds support for its 


judgments 
The Post comments that the “most 
quickening thing” said by the 
adian premier at Geneva was 
conviction that the removal of the 
car of war had been the greatest 
factor in the development and pros 
perity of the North Ameriean coun 
tries and add 
“The growing world opposition to 
war cannot now sight of the 
advantages enjoyed by the neighbor 
countries of North America through 
the removal of fear of war. Cana 
dian-American peace has been main 
ed in the face of wars that have 
time and again altered the face of 
Europe. old story to 
Americans and Canadians, but it had 
a strange sound to many representa- 
tives of the war-wearied states. The 
psychology of peace, which has been 
the basis of permanent good will be 
tween Canada and the United States 
and which has conducted to their 
prosperity, can be attained by all 
nations if they will make a habit of 
renouncing war. This will remove 
the fear of war and with fear elim- 
inated, armaments 
and abolished.”
